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The Postal History of The World 


ORD has it that on July 
26th, 1932, United States 
will celebrate its birth- 
day of the American 
Postal Service. Also this 
day will be in celebration of the 
Washington Bicentennial, at least that 
is the hope of two far-seeing Repre- 
sentatives. But back to the title of 
this article; what is postal service? 
and when did it start? 

The need of communication was 
doubtless one of the earliest reasons 
of the Ancient World, for govern- 
mental purposes, for the postal serv- 
ice. In Holy Writ we learn that the 
Israelitish Nation made early use of 
the means at hand. In the first Book 
of Kings it is stated that Queen Jeze- 
bel wrote letters in Ahab’s name, 
sealed with the King’s seal, and sent 
them to the elders and nobles in the 
city. In the Book of Esther mention 
is made of sending letters by posts 
to all the King’s provinces. There are 
also evidences that the Assyrian and 
Persian nations established stations, 
or posts a day’s journey apart, at 
which horses were kept ready saddled 
with waiting couriers for the trans- 
mission of public orders and edicts. 
Xenephon mentions that Cyrus em- 
ployed posts throughout his dominions 
and Herodotus speaks of the large 
structures erected for post stations. 
The mail service of China dates far 
back to antiquity. It is said that in 
the fourteenth century there were 
more than 10,000 mail stations in the 
empire. Peru, remarkable for its early 
civilization, had communication estab- 
lished from one end of the country to 
the other. 

The method of using couriers for 
transmitting intelligence was evident- 
ly long continued, being the only 
means known by which such need 
could be met with. The Romans em- 
Ployed couriers for the promulgation 
of the military and public orders to 
their scattered provinces. It is said 
that Charlemagne employed couriers 
for public purposes, but was discon-

tinued after his death. England also 
used and employed couriers for public 
uses in the thirteenth century and in 
the fourteenth century Louis XI re- 
turned to the practice of employing 
mounted couriers for governmental 
purposes. 


The Beginning of Personal 
Communication 


Going as far back as the thirteenth 
century we find that the University of 
Paris arranged for the employment of 
foot-messengers to bear thousands of 
letters from students to various coun- 
tries from whence these _ students 
came. This plan lasted until 1719. In 
the fifteenth century an attempt was 
made to have the traveling tradesmen 
and dealers to do the delivering of 
these letters. The crusades also 
caused commercial intercourse with 
other countries and there soon came 
the need for mounted post riders with 
fixed compensation. 

The real beginning of letter posts 
for private and business purposes, 
dates from the year 1516, when Roger, 
Count of Thurn, established riding 
posts in the Tyrol, connecting Ger- 
many and Italy. A letter post had 
been established in the Hanse towns 
in the thirteenth century, but the ac- 
tual commencement of such activities 
dates from the year 1516. The Em- 
peror Charles V made these riding 
posts general throughout his domin- 
ions and appointed Leonard, Count of 
Thurn, his postmaster general. The 
Counts of Thurn and Taxis held this 
monopoly by regular session for years 
to come. 


The Postal History of England 

Of course everyone knows that our 
own postal service had its beginnings 
in England, but it is interesting to 
note its general rise. The first Eng- 
lish postmaster general of whom any 
account can be given was Sir Brian 
Tuke, who records have it was in 1553 
Magister Nuncrorum, Cursorum, Sire, 
Postarum. During the earlier years 





of Queen Elizabeth, most of the busi- 
ness of the postal service to and from 
England was managed by the incor- 
porated “Merchant Strangers” who 
appointed special postmasters among 
themselves. 

The accession of James I, necessi- 
tating more frequent communication 
between London and Scotland, led to 
many improvements. It was ordered 
that the posts should travel not less 
than 7 miles an hour in summer and 
5 miles in winter. Thomas Witherings 
was one of the successors in this of- 
fice, that is for postmaster of foreign 
parts, in 1619. All letters were then 
carried by carriers or footpads 16 or 
18 miles a day. It required two 
months to get answers from Scotland 
or Ireland to London. He also was 
the first one to separate various mails 
going to one certain town or desti- 
nation and thus inaugurated the sep- 
aration of the mails. 


Penny Postage Attempted 


The income from the post office in 
1643 was but 5,000 pounds. John Man- 
ley was paid 10,000 pounds a year by 
an agreement made in 1653 to take 
care of the foreign and inland mails. 
About this time an attorney of York, 
named John Hill, ventured upon the 
plan of placing relays of post horses 
between that city and London and he 
himself undertook to take charge of 
delivering the mails at half the for- 
mer price. He aimed to establish 
penny postage for England, two- 
penny postage for Scotland, and a 
four-penny postage for Ireland. But 
the post office was regarded in that 
day as a means of revenue and inci- 
dentally of political espionage and 
government did not approve of such 
individual enterprise. His letter car- 


riers were trampled down by Crom- 
well’s soldiers, and the attorney was 
glad to escape with a whole skin. An- 
other attempt was made by William 
Duckwra, a custom house employe, 
and Robert Murray, 2 clerk. Duckwra 
also earried for a penny and even reg-

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istered and insured it, both letters and 
parcels up to a pound in weight and 
$10 in value. He established hourly 
collections and ten deliveries daily for 
the central parts of London and six 
for the suburbs. But something arose; 
for Duke of York had had patent cov- 
ering this service and Duckwra soon 
lost his enterprise. 

In 1870 the systematic employment 
of women in post office service started 
and by 1880 there were more than a 
thousand women employed, being paid 
according to age, intelligence and 
practical experience. These women 
were employed in various large cities 
of the Kingdom. 


General Post Office at London 


The necessary authority for the es- 
tablishment of a general post office 
at London to cover the British domin- 
ions, including the American Colonies, 
was given by act of Parliament in 
1657. As such things went along fine 
until Sir Rowland Hill issued a pam- 
phlet in 1837. His pamphlet on “Postal 
Reform” stirred the nation and led to 
a new reform in the postal system 
and was the beginning of the present 
British post office today. 


French and German Postal History 


The French Postal System was 
founded by Louis XI in 1464. It was 
largely extended by Charles IX, 1565, 
and generally improved under Henry 
IV and Louis XIII. Napoleon abol- 
ished the board system by which the 
French service was then conducted 
and then gave it over to a postmaster 
general. Napoleon greatly improved 
the service in all its details and in 
1802 adopted certain reforms that 
were to last until to this day. The 
most important reforms in the French 
Postal History were the extension of 
postal facilities to all the communes, 
effected under Charles X, 1829; adop- 
tion of postage stamp, 1849, under 
Louis Napoleon.

Buro Prints and general precancels. 
How can I tell the difference. I doubt 
if there is any man in the precancel 
game that can set down rules and 
descripticis that the novice collector 
after reading can instantly and ac- 
curately tell the difference between 
buro prints and general precancels. 
If there is such a man I wish he 
would come forth with his exposition 
on the subject as — have needed some- 
thing of the sort ever since I have 
been conducting this column. The most 
any one can do is to give some gen- 
eral rules, and to almost every rule 
given there will be exceptions and 
deviations, and they will fail to cover 
many important details. If you are 
sufficiently interested in precancels to 
collect them you should purchase 
either a general precancel catalogue 
or buro print catalogue for reference. 
In the general catalogue you will find 
complete illustrations of both the buro 
and general precancel types and by 
study and comparison of these illus- 
trations with the stamps you have in 
your collection you should be able to 
tell fairly well which are buro prints 
and which are general precancels. In 
the buro print catalogue you of course 
have only buro print types illustrated, 
anything not matching up with these 
of course is not a buro print. Here 
are a few rules that may be of some 
little help in picking out or deter-

mining a buro print from a general 
precancel: 

No. 1—Buro prints come only on 
the rotary press printings with the 
perforation 10x10 or 10%x1l. No 1lx 
lls are buro prints. Don’t take from 
this then that all perf. 10x10s and 
10%2x1l1s are buro prints for they are 
not. There are many general pre- 
cancels in these perforations. The ex- 
ception to the above is the experi- 
mentals of 1916. They were printed 


on the flat bed presses, but were per- 


forated 10x10. 


No. 2—No handstamp or rubber 


stamp precancel is a buro print. No 
exception to this rule. All buro prints 
are printed. 

No. 3—A precancel reading up, 
down, inverted or double printed, etc., 
is NOT a buro print. There are no 
such varieties in buro prints; not even 
in the coils. 

No. 4—A precancel above the 10c 
value is NOT a buro print. The ex- 
ception is the Experimentals men- 
tioned before. This rule may be sus- 
pended any time as all values are 
now made on the rotary presses and 
can be precanceled if necessary. 

To tell a collector that buro prints 
are the precancels with the bars run- 
ning clear across, as I have heard 
some collectors say, would be grossly 
confusing because many general pre- 
cancel types are of this nature. It is 
true though that the bars and lines 
of all buro prints run the full length 
of the stamp. You may think you 
have an exception to this, but you will 
find that you have only a stamp on the 
end of the sheet and the centering 
was poor. 

A good way to educate yourself on 
the above subject is to get an ac- 
cumulation of precancels, both buro 
prints and general, and dig right into 
the lot. Have at hand some satisfac- 
tory way of identifying the two kinds 
of precancels and keep right at it till 
you can pick out a stamp and say, 
“This is a buro print” and “That is a 
general precancel,” and be right 
about it. 

And don’t forget a Buro Print is 
a precancel, but not ali precancels are 
buro prints.

Another new stamp will soon grace 
our album. This time it seems as 
though the stamp really has some real 
reason for being issued. The Italian 
parliament is going to meet for the 
special purpose of planning various 
ceremonies in respect of the fiftieth 
anniversary of the death of their fa- 
mous Italian general and patriot, 
Giuseppe Garibaldi. 

A special issue of commemorative 
stamps will be printed in his honor 
and a national pilgrimage will be 
made to his tomb. 

Giuseppe Garibaldi was born at 
Nice on July 4, 1807. His early youth 
was as wild and eventful as his more 
mature days. While still a lad he ran 
away from home, for really no good 
reason at all. After sowing his wild 
oats and satisfying his wanderlust he 
returned back home and joined his 
father in the coasting trade. This 
proved too tame for young Garibaldi 
for he soon joined the Sardinian navy 
in search of thrills and adventure.

He planned to sail and then occupy 
the arsenal at Genoa at the moment 
Mazzini’s Savoy expedition should en- 
ter Piedmont. Despite all his well set 
plans, the plot was discovered and 
Garibaldi fled for his life to South 
America, under threat and sentence 
of death. 

While in South America he married 
a beautiful girl by the name of Anita. 
Besides being his wife and the mother 
of three of his children she also was 
his constant companion on his various 
military expeditions when he returned 
to Italy, twelve years later. At this 
time his country was suffering from 
revolutions and warfare with the 
French and Austrians. Garibaldi re- 
turned to Italy with his wife and 
offered his services. In June, 1848, he 
landed at Nice, his birthplace, after 
being away for twelve years, and 
formed a volunteer army. His wife 
died a short time afterwards while on 
one of his expeditions with him. 

After her death he married the 
Countess Raimondi. This marriage 
was annuled. Later he married again, 
for the third time. 

In 1849 he defeated a French attack 
on Rome. He also defeated Bourbon

troops at Palestrina, Valletri and else- 
where. In 1859, the war with Aus- 
tria, he was in charge of the Alpine 
infantry, which defeated the Austrian 
erack troops in the famous battle of 
Casale and which was most prominent 
of all of the Italian conflicts which 
eventually resulted in their winning 
of freedom and union. 

After the first Austrian war he 
came to the United States, New York 
City, in order to earn a living. He 
accumulated a small fortune and re- 
turned to Italy in 1854, where he pur- 
chased the island of Caprera, near 
Sardinia. He made this picturesque 
island his home and his tomb now 
rests there. 

Again I repeat—a splendid reason 
for the issuing of a commemorative 
stamp in honor of a real hero. 


CANNIBAL STAMPS? 





Cannibals still exist in Africa, with- 
in a 24 hour air flight of Paris and 
London. M. Jean Perrigault, French 
colonial voyager and author, just re- 
turned from Upper Volta and the con- 
fines of Liberia is the authority for 
this assertion. He states that the 
French colonial administrators have 
resorted to executions in order to try 
and stamp out the last vestiges of 
this practice. It is not a question of 
food so much, as it is a religious rit- 
ual. It is hoped to end it by con- 
verting the witch-doctors and priests 
to the idea that human flesh is not 
food. Little girls are favorite mor- 
sels among the Upper Volta cannibals 
but they will eat little boys, if there 
is a shortage of girls. One tribe of 
the Upper Volta, the Senoufos, are 
different from the others in that they 
eat only dead children. They send 
buyers out to neighboring tribes to 





buy ailing children and pen them up 
until they die. Cannibalism also ex- 
ists among the tribes of the Liberian 
frontier, in Guinea and the Ivory 
Coast, but official suppression is so se- 
vere that the rituals are now carried 
out almost in secrecy. Two cannibals, 
Kloue Toba, age 55, and Do, age 48, 
were executed just before the arrival 
of M. Perrigault in Upper Volta. We 
wonder if the “Witch Doctor” is pic- 
tured on Scott’s A5, of Upper Volta?

ENGRAVER REVERSES 
WASHINGTON 


Photographs of the Gilbert Stuart 
— of Washington, made in 1795, 

nown as the Vaughan portrait, now 
owned by S. P. Avery, show Wash- 
ington facing to the left. This is 
supposed to be the portrait of Wash- 
ington that appears on the 10-cent 
stamp of the current Washington Bi- 
centennial set. The portrait on this 
stamp, however, shows Washington 
facing to the right. 

It would be interesting to learn 
what reason the engraver had for en- 
graving this stamp in the opposite 
of the original painting and photo- 
graph from which he worked. 

This difference between the stamp 
aad portrait has been called to the 
attention of the publishers of Linn’s 
Weekly by Mr. C. A. Paige of Grand 
Rapids, Michigan, also by another cor- 
respondent, both of whom noted the 
difference in comparing the stamps 


with a set of the miniature Washing- | include the jubilee issues of Sweden, the pic- 


ton pictures which have been pub- 
lished by Linprint. 

Mr. Paige raises the question as to 
whether our picture is wrong or 
whether the engraver is wrong, as 
compared with the original painting. 
In answering such a question it is 
only necessary to point out that pho- 
tography could not reverse a picture 
in this manner. The only thing that 
can be wrong is that the engraver in 
cutting the die, has reversed the por- 
trait to make Washington face in the 
opposite direction from the original

U. S. to Denmark: 

The intercontinental air line from 
Detroit to Copenhagen was brought 
one step nearer by the granting on 
March 20th of a 75-year franchise for 
landing fields, radio station, etc., by 
the parliament of Iceland to the 
Trans-American Airlines. 

The proposed route would be from 
Detroit northward through Canada, 
across Hudson Straits, Baffin Land, 
over Greenland icecap to Iceland, the 
Faroes and Shetland Islands, with 
branches to England and Norway, but 
with Copenhagen as the real Euro- 
pean terminus. 

It would have ten stops, avoid the 
fogs of Newfoundland, Labrador and 
southern Greenland; with no flights of 
over 500 miles over water, and is the 
same route which Parker D. Cramer 
was blazing when he lost his life last 
summer, 


It is planned to start a plane from 
each terminal every day and make the 
trip in 48 hours, but is not expected 
to be in operation before the summer 
of 1934. 


San Francisco, Cal.: 


The Bi-Centennial Commission of 
that city writes that the major event 
of their celebration will be held on 
April 30th, the occasion of the anni- 
versary of Washington’s First Inau- 
guration as President, and that they 
will provide a cachet for mail sent to

A. V. DWORAK, PUBLISHER OF 
WEEKLY PHILATELIC GOSSIP, 
DIES SUDDENLY 


The sudden death of A. V. Dworak, 
publisher of Weekly Philatelic Gos- 
sip, at Holton, Kansas, has come as 
a shock to the many stamp collectors 
who have followed his career of the 
past twelve years since the establish- 
ment of his publications and printing 
business at Holton, Kansas. 

Mr. Dworak located in Holton, Kan- 
sas, in the fall of 1920. Prior to that 
time he had roamed a great part of 
the west in various capacities from 
cow puncher to painter, printer, store- 
keeper, carpenter, etc. 

When Mr. Dworak came to Holton 
he possessed a small foot power job 
press and a limited assortment of type 
and other equipment. He opened a 
small shop with the avowed intention 
of publishing his stamp paper and 
at the same time going into the mail 
order printing field. 

Philatelic Gossip was founded in 
1915, originally a small single column 
publication, published monthly. It 
¢erew into larger proportions and was 
changed from a monthly to a semi- 
monthly and then to a weekly. On 
September 1, 1923, it changed to its 
nresent form as a weekly publica- 
tion. 

Along with the growth of the stamp 
vaper the job printing grew apace and 
quite a large business was built up 
by Mr. Dworak in a short period of 
time. 

On August 4, 1924, the plant was 
moved into a large new building which 
was built especially to house the grow- 
ing business. The equipment through- 
out the plant has been added to fre- 
suently as the growth of the business 
demanded until today, the plant is one 
of auite large size. 

Mr. Dworak was a widower when 
he moved to Holton and shortly there- 
after married a Mrs. Kirby, a widow 
with two children. Mr. Dworak had 
no children of his own. He was a 
hard worker. spending many hours a 
Jay at his office and was assisted by 
Mrs. Dworak. who had charge of the 
subscription lists and files of names. 

Although publisher of a Weekly 
Stamp Paver as well as a publication 
for Air Mail Cover Collectors and 
various books and catalogues on 
stamps, the writer is under the im- 
vression that Mr. Dworak was not 
an active stamp collector. 

During the period in which the 
‘vriter was associated with Mr. 
Dworak as Editor and Business Man- 
ager of Weekly Philatelic Gossip, 
March 1, 1926, to late in July of the 
same year, no evidence that he was 
interested in stamps as a collector was 
ever apparent. 

His chief interest was in the growth 
and development of his plant and his 
various publications, he had a busi- 
ness that was too large for any one 
person to manage alone, yet he made 
strenuous efforts to do so. Prior to 
March 1, 1926, Frank K. (Old Cap) 


Hills had been acting as Editor of

MAYBE IT IS RASKOB 





Mr. Paul P. Gervers of Garfield, 
New Jersey, sends a translation of 
a clipping from the New York (Ger- 
man) Staats-Zeitung which disputes 
the information supplied by the Post- 
office Department or the Washington 
Bicentennial Commission regarding 
the Peale Portrait on the half cent 
stamp. 

The translation is printed below 
and the statement, if true, is quite 
interesting to collectors. 

“It appears that the U. S. postal | 
authorities have made an error in the | 
description of the recently issued half ' 
cent bicentennial stamp. The portrait , 
of Washington on this stamp painted | 
by Charles Wilson Peale represents 
the father of our country at the age | 
of 25. According to Mr. Horace Wells 
Sellers, the painter Peale was then 
only 16 years old, and it would hardly 
be possible for the latter to paint 
a picture as the one in question at 
the age of sixteen. 

“Furthermore, it does not corre- 
spond with historical records that 
Washington at that time wore the uni- 
form of the Continentals. 

“Mr. Sellers asserts that the pic- 
ture was painted in 1777, Washington 
being 45 years old, and that it was 
not the first but the third painting 
of Peale.”

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LET’S PLAY FAIR WITH 
WASHINGTON 


Regardless of what some people 
may think, the United States Post- 
office Officials through the Postoffice 
Department have been more than lib- 
eral in listening to the requests of 
Stamp Collectors. The establishment 
of the Philatelic Agency at Washing- 
ton has been a boon to many col- 
lectors, yet there is a serious ques- 
tion in the writer’s mind as to the 
value of this agency to stamp col- 
lecting. 

As stamp collectors, we must re- 
member that the Postoffice Depart- 
ment is strictly a business institution, 
probably the largest organized busi- 
ness institution on Earth. The vast 
amount of work involved in the man- 
agement of this great business is such 
that numerous heads of departments 
are required for the various branches 
of the service. 

That stamp collectors do contribute 
many thousands of dollars annually 
by purchasing stamps that may never 
do postal duty and are thus a source 
of revenue for which no service is 
given, is of course a fact, but the 
total money involved against the total 
business of the department is a mere 
nothing. 

For this reason, if for no other, col- 
lectors should observe the ordinary 
rules of the Department in their mail- 
ings. It is well known to all of us 
that certain stamps pay certain post- 
age. We know that a 4c stamp split 
in two will not do duty as a 2c stamp. 
We know that when the Government 
announces a cachet for any event that 
we have no right to write a lengthy 
letter and ask for this cachet to be 
stamped on our covers in numerous 
and variegated colors. 

In other words, when the Postoffice 
Department proposes something in 
which collectors are invited and ex- 
pected to take part, let us all take 
part in the manner in which we are 
invited, accept what is promised us 
and ask or demand no special favors. 

Perhaps the reason that these rules 
are not strictly observed by collectors 
is due partly to the fact that the De- 
partment is not firm enough in carry- 
ing out the decisions which it makes. 
If the Department will announce what 
it will give and give nothing else, 
even going so far as to ignore and 
return letters which make special re- 
quests, it will be but a short time 
until collectors will learn by experi- 
ence that no special favors will be 
granted and from that time on, things 
will run in a more smooth manner.
